Danger Past, Officials Quits Under Fire 

Believe; Loyal Army j : 

Troops Win Out

TOKYO. Feb. 28. (Friday) 
After two days of the gravest 
crisis in a generation, Tokyo slept 
easier in the early hours today. 

mfident that sunrise would find 
the rebel soldiers who assassinated 
four government dignitaries 
Wednesday back in their barracks. 

They capitulated last night to a 
government request that they quit 
police headquarters where they 
had harrieated themselves in de¬ 
fiance of loyal troops. 

Hanger Is Passed 

P.anking military authorities 
said they were confident that 
danger was past sine e under an 
arrangement between the rebels 
and the war office, the former 
promised to return to their bar¬ 
racks and retain their arms, there¬ 
by escaping the dishonor of being 
disarmed. 

The insurgents began before 
midnight the evacuation of the 
buildings they occupied. That 
quarter of the city was shut off 
from all outside observers, behind 
soliders armed with rifles and 
fixed bayonets 

Previous to their capitulation, 
(he rebels, self-styled “direct 
action” party members, had with¬ 
drawn from some of their former¬ 
ly held positions before the threat 
of the loyal troops of Lieut. Cion. 
Hokei Kashii, commander of tin 
Tokyo garrison and the man en¬ 
trusted with the enforcement of 
martial law in the eity of Tokyo 

Prince Chichibu, the oldest of 
the emperors three brothers, was 
authoritatively credited with being 
one of the chief reasons that the 
rebels gave in since the prince, 
who took part in the negotiations 
is personally known by many of 
the rebels. 

The agreement with the rebels 
was understood to he confined to 
their promise to return to their 
regimental bar; arks at Azabu.

Family Rescued From Nye Urges Congress Be 
Under Avalanche; Train Given Control of 


Shoved From Track 

WALLACE, Ida., Feb. 27. UP)— 
Four persons buried by an ava 
anche of snow, the second in two 
days in this section, were taken 
alive from the debris in Burke 
canyon. Three were killed when 
the first slide last night engulfed 
a Northern Pacific passenger 
train. 

The second avalanche demol¬ 
ished five houses at Burke, a min¬ 
ing town seven miles northeast of 
here and several miles north of 
Borax, scene of last night's slide. 

•Snow Buries Cottage 

Mr. and Mrs. Oi e Erickson and 
their 5-year-old son, Edwin, were 
buried when the snow engulfed 
their cottage, but later were dug 
out after two hours of frantic 
work. They were only slightly 
hurt 

Five-year-old Donald Stalwick, 
who was playing in his yard, also 
was buried. He was dug out in 
half an hour, apparently not badly 
hurt. 

Two of the five houses demol¬ 
ished were reported to be unoccu¬ 
pied.

Farm Marketing 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 27. UP)— 
‘ resolution proposing a constitu¬ 
tional amendment to give congress 
full power to regulate the sale and 
marketing of agricultural com- 
| modifies was introduced in the 
senate today by Senator Nye (R., 
N. D.). 

The North Dakotan's proposed 
; amendment would insert in the 
I constitution the following words; 

"Congress shall have the power 
| to regulate the sale and marketing 
of all agricultural commodities.” 

“In tlie light of many conflicting 
decisions,” Nye told newspapermen 
off the floor, “it seems high time 
to define clearly the right of con¬ 
gress to deal with this national 
agricultural products.” 

His amendment would not be op¬ 
erative unless ratified by three 
fourths of the states within seven 
years. A two-thirds majority is 
; required in each house to submit 
constitutional amendments to the 
| states. 

Senator Logan (D.. Ky.) has in¬ 
troduced an amendment which 
i would give congress power to reg- 
] ulate not only agriculture, but in- 
! dustry.

District Attorney; 
Bets To Be Paid 

In a surprise move, the Conti- 
| nental Turf agency closed its 
doors this morning, several hours 
before the Orange county sher¬ 
iff's office was to have served 
10 warrants on its employes, 
charging them with violation of 
the state penal code on gambling. 

Subject of a violent storm of 
objection stirred up by the Santa 
Ana’s church element this week, 
the betting agency, according to 
Owner F. L. Scoby, closed its 
doors voluntarily ‘‘to determine 
its legal status." 

18 Violations 

Complaints already had been 
prepared at District Attorney W. 
F. Menton's office this morning, 
charging those concerned with the 
betting agency with 18 violations 
of section 337-A of the penal code, 
having to do with gambling, plac¬ 
ing bets and operation of such 
concerns. 

District Attorney Menton read¬ 
ily admitted this noon that the 
warrants had been issued and 
! probably would be served this aft- 
i ernoon. Sheriff Logan Jackson 
j "had nothing to say.” 

Will Pay Bettors 

Mr. Scoby said this afternoon 
that holders of winning tickets on 
horse races issued through the 
agency "had nothing to fear.” Ar¬ 
rangements to pay all bets out¬ 
standing will be made immediate¬ 
ly, he said. As he had not yet 
been served with a warrant he 
was not. willing to say what plea 
would befniade by members of the 
agency. ^He said he had not yet 
secured an attorney. 

A similar concern at Anaheim 
also closed this morning, “volun¬ 
tarily.” 

Action of the district attorney's 
office in issuing the complaints 
followed several weeks of investi¬ 
gation in an attempt to find 
grounds on which to prosecute 
those running the agency.

They 
saw in the offing the threat of 
Russia and communism. In their 
minds there was but one way to 
combat that threat—a large and 
formidable army. It did not seem 
to them that such an army would 
be possible under the present 
Japanese cabinet. Mr. Nitta ex¬ 
plained. 

See Little Effect 

And so the young officers 

acted. 

The Japanese people, said Mr. 
Nitta, are not today as enthusi¬ 
astic about the army as they were 
two or three years ago. He does 
not expect the military element to 
gain the supreme power in Japan 
or dominate the government. 
Therefore he does not anticipate 
that the assassinations in Tokyo 
will have very important effects 
upon international relations. 

The hot-headed action of the as¬ 
sassins, he also explained, does not 
represent the general thought of 
the military class itself, and does 
not represent the general thought 
of the nation itself.

Loyal army forces ruled the 
imperial capital under martial law, 
and warships of the imperial navy 
steamed into positions to help en¬ 
force order. 

Surviving leaders of the empire, 
members of the cabinet of the as¬ 
sassinated Premier Keisuke Okada, 
supreme war councillors and other 
high militarists, convened at Hiro- 
hito's palace to select a new pre¬ 
mier. Fumio Goto, named yester¬ 
day, resigned last night. 

Speculation over the identity of 
the next premier mentioned moat 
frequently, Baron Kiichiro Hira- 
numa, vice president of the privy 
council and noted head of Fascist 
organizations; and former War 
Minister Gen. Sadao Araki. 

A belief grew in political circles 
that the emperor's advisers would 
urge the right wing elements be 
given a chance to form a cabmet, 
to see whether they would be able 
to conduct the government. 

The government also announced 
Finance Minister Korekiyo Taka¬ 
hashi died, bringing the total num¬ 
ber of government leaders to four.

Candles burn at Laguna in 
memory of Lon Chaney. 

They’re candles of paper — 
pictures in which Willian Morten- 
sen. world-known pictorial pho¬ 
tographer, e m pi o y s secrets of 
makeup which he used in making 
masks for grotesque characteriza¬ 
tions the late Lon Chaney used 
in his pictures in the silent films. 
Mr. Mortensen made the masks 
for nearly all of Chaney’s unfor¬ 
gettable pictures. 

Under the skillful fingers of the 
Lagunan, a o-year-old girl be¬ 
comes a wizened peasant woman, 
eyes sunken i d skin furrowed 
with age. George Dunham, for¬ 
mer director of the Laguna Beach 
theater, and Myrdith, wife and 
favorite model of Mr. Mortensen, 
go from nude beauty to weird dis¬ 
tortion with the click of the pho¬ 
tographer's miniature camera. 

"Often he takes 200 pictures, 
from which he may get two per¬ 
fect studies.” his wife told me. 

"One of my best pictures," he 
added, "came when I’d worked all 
afternoon with Myrdith and got 
nothing. She'd taken off her 
makeup, smeared on grease paint 
and was rather pee ed. Just then, 

I snapped a splendid character | 
study. 

’’The business of taking a good 
picture is largely a matter of 
chance. With the technical details 
lined up. there’s still the problem 
of catching the effect you want.” 

“Do you like best to experiment 
with photography?” I asked. 

“I love to work with the artistry 
of the thing,” he said, “but the 
technical end of it, never! I have 
as little equipment as possible. 
One lens, one camera, only the 
least expensive paper.” i 

"I wish you would say some¬ 
thing,” he exploded, "about the ( 
amateur gadget-hound. He sur- i 
rounds himself with equipment, '

rather than having a bare mini¬ 
mum and making it give the best 
possible effect. In time, we all 
slough off paraphernalia and learn 
to substitute hard work.” 

Mortensen's gallery holds pic¬ 
torial pleasure in a complete cycle 
of subjects. Be it a Persian cat, 
somebody's child, an old Chinese, 
a movie actor (these have worn a 
trail to his Hotel Laguna studio 
since he decamped from Holly¬ 
wood 5 years ago) or a 16-year- 
old girl transformed to an old 
peasant woman—anything with 
life and flexibility tempts his min¬ 
iature camera to click a picture. 

Turning to motion pictures. I 
asked. "What do you think of 
technicolor films? ' 

“Their expense is colossal now, 
they are in the experimental 
stage.” he said. “Nor will they be 
entirely satisfying until the tech¬ 
nicians learn .j play on their 
colors as musicians play a sym¬ 
phony, building emotion as they 
go" 

Although his own secret color 
process gives him a camera color 
control unequalled by any other 
photographer, Mortensen has little 
interest in color. He can photo¬ 
graph subjects in several color 
plates, superimposed, just as a 
magazine colored picture is print¬ 
ed—but he seldom does so, pre¬ 
ferring lights and shadows. 

Teaching is another interest in 
the Lagunan's life. Rod La Roc- 
que. Frederic March, Jascha Hei¬ 
fetz and other celebrities have 
studied with him. 

Thinking of his teaching, writ¬ 
ing, probing into witchlore and 
photographing life in its varied 
forms, I came to the decision that 
in no phase of his experience does 
William Mortensen lose sight and 
consciousness of the dark-eyed 
Myrdith who is his most frequent¬ 
ly used model, his business com¬ 
panion, inspiration and wife.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 27 I/P) 
Nine years ago Herbert Hoover’s 
approach to a presidential nomina¬ 
tion was beclouded by President 
Coolidge's mystifying announce¬ 
ment that he did not "choose" to 
run again for the presidency. 

Today, a few months before the 
selection of another Republican 
standard bearer, Mr. Hoover him¬ 
self is a no less baffling mystery 
to the rank and file of his party, 
and to the nation. Is he or is he 
not a candidate? 

Stands High 

Until that question is answered 
by himself, the tulky figure of the 
former President must stand first 
among Republican nomination pos¬ 
sibilities He still is titular head 
of his party, and with that goes a 
traditional right of party spokes- 
manship. 

Behind him. even in that dark 
electoral hour for the party in 
1932, still rallied some 15 million 
votes. 

His position as the only living 
former President alone grants him 
a news priority. His inclusion 
among Republican nomination pos¬ 
sibilities strengthens that priority 

Mr. Hoover is campaigning but 
for what ? His has been perhaps 
the most ordered, planned attack 
upon the "new deal" of all those 
Republicans vet suggested for 
nomination. He has been moving 
back and forth across the country, 
stalking on the front pages week 
by week in a serial appraisal of 
Roosevelt methods, offering coun¬ 
ter plans, conferring with party 
leadership, but saying nothing of 
his own ambitions or intentions 

A "new Hoover" is discernible 
in the markedly changed oratori¬ 
cal and literary style. His speeches 
come closer to the form of a man- 
in-the-street appeal than ever be¬ 
fore: they are nearer the tradi¬ 
tional political campaigning ac¬ 
cepted as model than ever before 
What does that signify? 

‘Stop Hoover’ Alignment 

To many Democrats and some 
Republicans all this clearly fore¬ 
shadows a Hoover drive for an¬ 
other nomination. To others it in¬ 
dicates just as definitely that he is 
not a candidate but intent only on 
contributing to that revivieation 
of his party to which he pledged 
himself. 

Another factor enters into any 
survey of Mr. Hoover’s place. 
Against him only of all suggested 
nominees are raised the voices of 
some party leaders. There is sub¬ 
stance for a "stop Hoover” align¬ 
ment at Cleveland. To such lead¬ 
ers his 1932 defeat and the cir¬ 
cumstances that surrounded it 
make him the one man who must 
not be nominated. 

Mr. Hoover knows this, yet he 
presses on with his campaign. For 
what ? For whom ? 

Upon the answer to those ques¬ 
tions may hinge not only what is 
to happen at the party national 
convention in Cleveland in June 
but also the nation’s destiny.

Many Omit Letters 

Physical conditions, nerves, mal¬ 
nutrition and the like, cause the 
child to make different strokes 
from those he is trying to copy. 
Sometimes the child omits letters 
until his attention is directed to the 
mistake. Tins, of course, arises 
from a character condition—poor 
powers of observation. Again, a 
child forgets to dot the "i"s and 
cross the "t"s. His memory needs 
training. 

The handwriting of Jackie 
Cooper shows a number of traits 
in process of development which 
will be very useful to him in later 
life. As he grows older, other 
traits will develop, traits which are 
not yet strong enough to show in 
his immature handwriting. 

How Young? 

People often write to me and 
ask if I can analyze the handwrit¬ 
ing of children. Yes- and no. Very 
little character is shown in the 
script of children under the age 
of 12. Character does not begin 
to form a definite pattern before 
that and, naturally, handwriting 
cannot reveal what does not exist. 
There are a few exceptions to this 
rule, such as in the case of un¬ 
usually well developed children 
but, on the average, little can be 
expected from an analysis. 

If you have sent me the hand¬ 
writing of a son or daughter under 
the age of 12, do not be disap¬ 
pointed if the analysis appears to 
be incomplete. 

And do not judge your children

too harshly by their writing. There 
are some very fine qualities, con¬ 
structiveness, for example, which 
have a disastrous effect upon 
handwriting, so far as prettiness is 
concerned. Far more important to 
supervise the character develop¬ 
ment of your children, letting the 
handwriting develop as it will, 
than to put your child in a mental 
strait-jacket or allow bad associa¬ 
tions to bring about the wrong 
sort of development. 

Should Be Taught 

Of course, handwriting should 
be taught in the schools. How else 
would we learn to write? But it 
seems to me, more importance 
should be attached to the charac¬ 
ter traits that influence the hand¬ 
writing than to the mere pretti- 
ness or exactness of the script.

Crisis In Japan 

I MAGINE the City of Washington under martial law. 

with 3,000 revolting soldiers—whose officers have just 
murdered Secretaries Hull and Dem and Senator Nye 
because of a disagreement over the administration’s for¬ 
eign policy—entrenched in the central police station and 
threatening to establish “a new law for the state.” 

If you can imagine the tumult over the United States 
under those circumstances, you can visualize the situation 
in Japan today where assassinations and rebellion in 
Tokyo by military fanatics have upset the results of the 
national election six days ago and have demoralized the 
parliamentary party. 

Premier Okada, murdered because of an asserted lack 
of aggression in China and Mongolia, is the third national 
leader to be slain over the same question in the past six 
years. In 1932 Premier Inukai met the same death, and 
in 1930 Premier Hamaguchi. 

The killers in each case have been members of highly 
nationalistic vigilante cliques which have made it their 
mission to keep statesmen from leaving the path of high¬ 
handed imperialism. They cloak their assassinations under 
patriotic sentiments, but what they really want is a free 
hand to rule the Japanese empire without interference 
from industrial, agricultural, or labor groups. And having 
lost a battle of ballots six days ago, they have again 
resorted to bullets. 

Future of Japan as a world power may rest upon out¬ 
come of this struggle for mastery between the militarists 
and the parliamentarians. 

If the war lords win, they probably will launch a 
many-sided program embracing the seizure of north China 
and of more South sea islands, the halting of Soviet pene¬ 
tration of the Far East, and the construction of a navy 
equal to or bigger than those of the United States and 
Great Britain. 

Such a program—with international relations already 
at the breaking point from other causes—may mean war 
in any of several danger zones. It is no wonder that 
the world keeps anxious eyes upon the outcome of the 
Tokyo military coup.

The People Speak Again 

R ECENT surveys show that about 70 per cent of our 
people favor curtailment of government spending and 
a move toward balancing the national budget; 30 per cent 
vote the other way. 

This is about what might be expected, with almost 
one-third of the nation depending, more or less, on gov¬ 
ernment money for its existence. The two-thirds of the 
people who have to pay for all this naturally want less of it. 

There is always grave doubt if government spending 
really accomplishes much. Usually, it is very inefficent 
■—that is, a dollar spent by government produces less than 
a dollar spent by the average citizen. This is because, out 
of each dollar, a sizable chunk has to come for overhead. 

In essence, taxes are voluntary contributions by citi¬ 
zens to the support of government. Government may 
force one taxpayer to pay, but it cannot force a majority 
of them to pay, if they decide not to. The last weapon 
lies with the taxpayer, and always will. It may never be 
used, but it will always be there. 

It is easy to keep on expanding government, piling 
up taxes. But somewhere there is a point of diminishing 
returns—the more tax levied, the less collected. Just 
where this point may be, none knows—but we are appre¬ 
ciably nearer it than we were a year ago. 

If seven out of 10 Americans are demanding econ¬ 
omy and some move toward financial stability, certainly 
their wishes should be heeded by congress. 


The manufacture of peat fuel 
promises to be a successful indus¬ 
try in the vicinity. The peat is 
pressed into hard blocks and seems 
to burn as well and throw out as 
much heat as coal.

States recognize the new gov¬ 
ernment ? This quest ion is com¬ 
plicated by the fact that the 
new eahinet has strong Com¬ 
munistic leanings. 

The minister of justice and edu¬ 
cation has been in exile as a Com¬ 
munist since l&.'Jl. The minister 
of interior, after killing a man in 
a duel some years ago, fled the 
country and threw in his lot with 
Russian Nihilists in Paris. 

The minister of war, marine, 
and foreign affairs is a jingoist 
who wanted Paraguay to pursue 
her foe, Bolivia, to relentless an- 
nihiliation in the Chaco war. 

Even if the new government 
maintains order, the state de¬ 
partment will court trouble in 
recognizing it, because other 
South American countries are un¬ 
easy over the success of any gov¬ 
ernment with Communist leanings. 

Argentina, Brazil, Uruguay, and 
Chile all are having Communist 
troubles of their own, probably 
will black-ball Paraguay's insur¬ 
gents, urging Uncle Sam to do the 
same. 

Meantime, what happens to the 
President’s idea for Pan-Ameri¬ 
can peace?
